grand and lovely beyond description, 
•for the Great Artist makes no mistakes, 
and Colorado need not fear for her art 
exhibit, for has she not God's own gal- 
lery? But, nevertheless the art depart- 
ment of the Exposition has been by no 
means neglected. Many of the pictures 
here are very fine and not a few have 
hong upon the walk of the Paris salon. 
The space set apart for the gallery has branch of industry, 
been painted n dull red color and forms 
an excellent 
backgrouud. 
Eastern 


artists and our local artists are well rep- 
resented. 
One of the most noticeable 


paintings is Constant Muyer's "Song of 
the Shirt." The picture is wonderful 
in its execution and inexpressibly sad in 
its conception.

important national interests baa been 
unrepresented at Washington so long. 
Agriculture, the most important of onr 
productive powers, the basis of onr 
wealth, the driving wheel of onr com- 
merce and manufactures, has been en- 
tirely unrecognized as the paramount 
element ofthe nauou'i power and great- 
ness, except in a subordinate way. It 
is hi(;h time it was placid in chief coun- 
cil of the State. 


The army of 25,000 expending $40,- 


000.000 annually, and comparatively 
doing nothing, has ever had a depart- 
ment to look after his minutest move- 
ments, aud no one has grumbled. The 
navy, limited to 11,000, a mere bur- 
lesque, as compared with European 
power, the laughing stock of the world 
expending $20,000,000 annually, has a 
place in the Cabinet, and yet no one 
claims it is an unnecessary Inxury. 
The Postoffice is worthy of the Govorn- 
meut, does a noble work, and no one 
begrudges a dollar of its appropriation, 
so long as it is wisely and economically 
administered. The Suto Department 
is slow, conservative, dogmatic; is con- 
sidered the most honorable, aud is yet 
perhaps, of the least importance, but is 
necessary, to watch over our foreign re- 
lations. 
Tne Interior 
Department, 


next to the Postofnue, comes more vital- 
ly in connection with the interests of 
tho people. It is the source of our 
land titles, manages Indian affairs and 
the pension business, regulates mining 
and is managed with great ability, 
though a little too much hampered by 
rod tape. The Treasury, iu, perhaps, 
the greatest marvel to a visitor. It is 
su d that more than $l,00l>,000 is han- 
dled there daily. It is the heart of na- 
tional finance, and its vaults hold to- 
day more com thaa those of auy Gov- 
ernment in the world. 


But agriculture, which creates all the 


wealth which fill the treasury, feeds the 
army and navy, and keeps the Interior 
Department busy, has had no depart- 
ment at Washington, and yet many 
think it a surperflous dignity, and criti- 
cise the action of Congress in establish- 
ing one. It is timely and needed 
There is no nation whose agriculture 
has paralleled ours, and every European 


the Nevada t Oregon roads. The only 
exception has been the Virginia i 
Trnckee Railroad which was made of 
the same gauge as the Central Pacific. 
There was good reason for this, because 
of the heavy machinery, long timbers 
and other material used on the Corn- 
stock, which could not be transferred 
at Beno to good advantage. In fact some 
pieces of machinery were so heavy that 
they were loaded upon the cars at San 
Francisco by powerful appliances and 
sent directly through their destination 
to be unloaded m the same way; thus 
no s«ch powerful appliances as would 
be required for transfer at Beno was 
erected there. 


The same state of affairs still exists 


and the officials of the Virginia & Trnc- 
keo road now distinctly deny the rumor 
which was generally circulated recently 
to the effect that the gauge of that road 
was to be narrowed to correspond with 
that of the Carson k Colorado road. 
But though the gauge of that road be 
uot altered, it will be au easy matter 
for the Carson Jt Colorado road to run 


short line through from its terminus 


at the Mound House to Beuo direct, 
over an easily constructed section of 20 
or 25 miles, thus making independent 
connection with Beno. And when the 
Nevada & Oregon is completed, this 
would give » through narrow gauge rail- 
road connection from the Colorado river 
to the Columbia.
